LIFE LOST BY SMALL ERROR. 
VALUABLE ENGINEER CUT DOWN. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIME®.) 

PHOENIX, May 6.—The worst acci- 
dent that has befallen the work of the 
Reclamation Service in the Southwest 
was that Saturday, in which was lost 
the life of A. H. Demrick, the engineer 
who’ has installed and operated all the 
electrical machinery at the Roosevelt 
Dam in the Salt River project.

THE SOUTH SW2ZPT BY A “PROHI- 
BITION’ WAVE. 

The temperance revolution in this 
country continues with unabated en- 
ergy. Eleven thousand saloons were 
put out of business during the year 
1908. As many more in 1907, and at 
that rate of decrease it would require 
hut twenty years to abolish all the sa- 
loons of the country. 

About 18,000,000 of the 20,000,000 of the 
people of the southern States have ai- 
ready outlawed the saloon. In New 
York City alone there are 1000 more 
saloon than in all the fourteen south- 
ern States, and it looks as though 
within the coming five, years every 
State in that section would vote the 
saloon out of existence 

On May 6 1908. North Carolina fol- 
lowed her sister States of Georgi, 
Alabama and Mississippi, in the 
adoption of State prohibition, by a 
popular vote. 

The fight for prohibition in 1909 was 
begun in Tennessee, following the ex- 
ample of her old mother State, North 
Carolina, passing a bill prohibit the 
sale of intoxicants by a vote of 4 0 
12 in the Senate, and 62 to 36 in the 
House. It was vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor, and passed over his objection 
by the same vote in the Senate, and 
by the loss of but one vote in the 
House. This bill will go into effect 
the first day of next July, at which 
time every’ saloon in the State will 
close its doors. A more drastic bill 
to prohibit the manufacture of in- 
toxicants in the State, which is to take 
éffect on January 1. 1910, was carried 
in both branches of the Legislature, 
and was passed again over the Gov- 
ernor’s veto, and is now a law.

“The Anti-Saloon League is backed 
by able men and plenty of money. In 
the last eighteen months the business 
we represent has been outlawed in 
the States of Oklahoma, Georgia.

The liquor dealers strenuously insist 
that “prohibition does not prohibit,” 
and their literature, which is scattered 
broadcast among the church people, as 
well as others, claims the failure of 
the prohibitory laws in the States 
having them. They insist that the 
more the traffic is prohibited the more 
liquor is consumed, and that hypocrisy 
and disrespect for lar are fostered, 
and yet the States that have adopted 
prohibition seem to be very well 
pleased with their tlegisiation, and 
none of them have surrendered to - 
cense, and other States, in pretty rapid 
are their ranks.

STRENGTH OF THE ECONOMIC 
ARGUMENT. 

No great result can come from a 
small cause There are powerful causes 
that are putting the saloon out of busi- 
ness. More and more the economic ar- 
gument is influencing voters to abol- 
ish the saloon. man whe fre- 
quents the saloon is not so strong in 
body nor intellectually so keen, nor 


clent as the man who does not. A man 
who has no scruples on the subject, 
but has good common sense soon dis- 
covers that he is handicapped in the 
heated competition of life when he be- 
comes a patron of the saloon. 

The sentimental and moral argu- 
ment for the removal of the saloon is 
more powerful with the average voter 
in the “wet and dry” campaigns than 
the economic one, strong as it is. 

The liquor men have untold wealth. 
at their disposal, the ablest minds in 
the nation are employed as their at- 
torneys. They have lobbyists at the 
sennions of every State Legisiature and 
national Congress, they have poli- 
ticians of both parties in every State 
and city who can be relied upon to 
promote their interests. They have 
an army of 200,000 saloon-keepers, and 
more than that of loyal patrons, mi- 
lions of dollars are spent in adver- 
tisements and in their literary depart. 
ment each year, and their fight will be 
desperate and prolonged. But the ef- 
interest and conscience of the nation 
are against them, and unless there 
shall be some reformation in the liquor 
traffic, which seems now impossible, 
or if there should occur no disagree- 
ment or disintegration among the tem- 
perance forces now 80 united, it 16 
likely that within a generation the sa- 
loon, as we see it today, will have 
passed away. ‘

which have made citrus production so 
lucrative here.

„Our first object will be to unite the 
growers into an organization such as 
the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change. Heretofore Florida growers 
have worked individually, with the re- 
suit that the markets of the East and 
North would either be glutted or there 
would be no Florida oranges at all, 
the result of shipping at any time, 
without knowing whether shipments 
are heavy or light at the time, allow- 
ing the entire matter to hang more 
or less as a matter of chance, risking 
each — nearly $1000 a car, and losing 
frequently. 

“With the exchange wild 
mean regular returns and regular ship- 
ments, eradicating the evil of over- 
crowding or stinting the market at 
any time. There are now twenty-eight 
growers, who were on this trip, pledged 
to join in the codperative plan of 
marketing, and when the matter is 
placed before the convention of Flor- 
ida orange growers next June it will 
no doubt receive a hearty indorsement 
and further coiperation. 

“With the matter of organization 
coneluded, we shall proceed with the 
consolidation of packing-houses and 
erection of others now greatly needed. 
At present the Florida grower must 
do his individual packing, have 
a plant of his own, empioy men 
through certain seasons, who, for want 
of sufficient stock to pack, are idle 
half the time, a cause in itself of con- 
iderable loss. Many of the small 
growers at present are losing half their 
crop, merely because they can't find 
adequate packing facilities on the out- 
tide and cannot afford to install their 
plants. 

“Pre-cooling of fruit for shipment 
has never been attempted in Florida. 
From what has been learned here, it 
is by far a better method than the 
ordinary refrigeration of cars. Pre- 
cooling is one of the most modern ar- 
rangements in handling oranges known 
and with development will entirely 
revolutionize the present system of 
shipping in Florida. 

“What is also needed in Florida ts 
the greater assistance of the govern- 
ment. Individual attempts have been 
made to bring government inspectors 
ang instructors to our State. They 
have come and gone, but none of them 
have remained as they are remaining 
in California, a continual assistance 
to the growers in aiding them in bet~- 
ter p uction, extermination of insect 
infection, proper methods of handling 
the fruit and other similar matters, 
which do hot come to the individual 
attention of the grower, as a rule, in 
our State.”

Half-Million Dollars Being Spent in 
New Buildings, Historic Adobes 
Giving Way Before Handsome 
Structures—Campaign of Advertis- 
ing Resort le Started by Railroad.
